I,  George  Searby,  of  No.  9,  Markham  St.,  Chelsea,  Middlesex, 
do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  ‘‘  The  Cure  of 
Smoky  Chimnies,  ahd  the  Prevention  of  Accumulation  of  Soot  in  Flues,” 
to  be  as  follows  :  — 

10  A  cap  is  to  be  lixed  on  the  top  of  a  chimney  ^lot,  or  made  as  part 
thereof,  which  cap  is  to  contain  a  brush,  secured  from  injury  by  yield¬ 
ing  flaps  enclosing  the  same  ;  the  said  brush  to  be  connected  vuth  an 
endless  or  single  chain  passing  over  a  pulley  within  the  cap. 

The  brush  to  be  worked  by  means  of  a  winch  and  rollers,  both 
15  upwards  and  downwards,  so  as  to  effect  the  j^urpose. 

The  motive  power  applied  may  be  either  by  spring  or  hand  with  the 
attatchment  of  a  weight.
